DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 5-6 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a non-elected Group II. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7 
Claims 5-6 have been canceled. The Examiner inadvertently grouped claim 4 in Group I and 
should have grouped claim 4 in Group II. Therefore, claim 4 will not be examined. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 7-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Lee et al (Rubbing-free, vertically aligned nematic liquid crystal display controlled by in- 
plane field). 

Lee et al column 2 and figure 1 clearly disclose the claimed invention. Accordingly, Lee 
anticipates claims 1-3 and 7-44.
